PINATICAL ATTACK AT CHEUNG- 
ho BLAU. 


AHARR INDIAN CONSTABLES, KILLED! 


One of the taost daring outrages which 
has been perpetrated since the British 
occupation ofthe New Territories was. 
committed on Monday night at Cheung- 
Chan, the large island about ten or twelve 
miles from Victoria, more popularly 
known as, Duewd-Boil Island, a band of 
pirates landing in tho dead of night.and, 

_ armed with rifles and other ‘weapons, at- 
tacking the practically defenceless police 
atation, killing three Indian constab!cs, 
ovorawing the two Chinese dotectives,. 
pillaging tho station, breaking open the 
safe and: making off with money nmount- 

_ ing to about $1,000 representing Govern- 
ment revenus from land rents and 
harbour duce. ; 

The ‘nows of thig daring attack was 

. brought to Hongkong just after seven 
o'clock yesterday murning, when the 
police ‘hopt arrived ©. from  Cheung- 
Chau and reported that’ the station 
had been attacked overnight by 2 
band of mon, which is supposed to have 
nambored . somewhere about fifty. 
Jmimediately, «° police Taunch wan 
despatched to tho scene, with Mr, King, 
‘Assistant Buperintendent of , Police, 
Inspector Korr ard -others on board, 
while it, is understood . that’. another 
Jaunch proceeded to Tai ©, lest that 
place might also have suffered in the 
same way.

fis the station at Choung-Chau is only 
accessible after nine o'clock at night from 
the sca, the big. Chinese door at the rear

; from the spa, either in a junk or in eniall 
boats. It may have been that the men had 
been lying.thero for a.day or two waiting 
their opportunity. At any rate, it is 
most likely that when they. made their 
attack they found the Indian constable 
doing chérge-room duty sitting on the 
bamboo wharf which leads up to the 
station, The Indian sitting just outside 

_ the charge-room would have the charge- 
room and the. interior of the station in | 
yiew! Once the pirates had accounted for 
him, they would have the whole station 
completely at their mercy, a8 the Euro- 

Laqwan Sergeant and hic wife (Sorgoant 
and Mrs. Boulger) usually sleep during 
the summer months in a. matshed on the 
Hill at: the: rear of the station, and two 

 yarried Inilian pelice ocenpy a matshed 
hehind the station. As three Indian 
constables wore found shot dead, it may 
be inferred that the man on duty was shot 
by ‘the miscreants, who then rushed the 
premises, Probably the noise brought the 
other Indiana on the scene, only to meet 
with the game fate, thoir arms ‘being 
jn the charge-room. The constables 
being disposed of, the robbers turned 
their attention to the safe, and, breaking 
it open, steured somewhere about $1,000, 
money collected for harbour ducs, crown 
rent, liconets, ete, Having secured all 
that thoy wanted, they noxt made certain 
of their escape by agizing the launch which 
runs between the island and Hongkong 
and which lies overnight at Obeung-Chau, 
and steaming of in a direction which at 
the prosent moment is unknown. They 
carried with thom the abroff belonging to 
the station. ; 

Necdlesa to aay, When the news became 
known in the Uolony it created a pro- 

- faund. sensation, and great sympathy was 
felt. for the men who had met an un- 
timely | denth. at the hands of these 
desperadoes. a 

_ the. situation at ‘Cheung-Chau, as well 
as the other stations on Lamma Island, 
ja mucb worse: than the stations on the 
mainland. These are in telephonic com- 
munication with the Central Police 
Station and, can’ apprise the authorities 
Sn the city of any eerious happening ; but 
not go Lir-these jisolated stations. The 
police headquarters at Cheung-Chau were 

_ never designed for & police atation, being 
simply some ‘old Chinese building con- 
yorted. for the puTpose. It is. worth 


noting in this connection ‘that the island | Crown

Later information 
that. at 10.30 
Cheung Chau. police . station was at- 
tacked from all. four sides ot once by 
a band of robbers variously estimated at 
80 or more, -earrying the place with an 
impetuous rush. The Indian eonstable on 
duty at the wharf was shot down, and 
the Indian sergeant who came along on 
henring the noiso met with a similar fate.: 
A third Indian was encountered by the 
robbers, who shot-him doad algo, ‘Then - 
they seized ‘the shroft and proceeded ‘to 
amash the safe, using a big hammer. 
They soon got at the contents, which are 
believed to ‘have been over: 81,000. The : 
entire atation was ransacked, books and : 


ix to the effect 


shop and practically stripped 

valuables, taking away jewellery an 
clothing and other articles to the value. 
of 84,000 or 36,000. Another gang entor- , 
ced a grocer’s shop and carried off the safe \ 
from there with its. contents amounting 
to $300. The raid was carried out ona 
most oxtonsive scale and must have been 
carefully planned. Thi fact that these : 
operations could be, undertaken at the 
same, time indicates that a considerable 
body of men must have been engaged in 
the attack. , 

<The escape of Bergeant Boulger and his 
wife was remarkable. When tho sergeant 
heard the noise he enme downhill from 
tho matshed, but was fired at point blank 
by a number of the pirates, who how: - 
ever missed him, Seeing that he was so 
hopelessly outnumbered the officer did not 
proceed further. 7 

The robberies on the island itsclf did 
not exhaust the gctivities of the unwel- 
dome. visitors. They tuck porscssion of 
the launch fice’ Tuk, which was lying 
alongside the Hoi Puen, und disabled the 
engines of the latter so that she should 
not be able to: follow. Moreover, they 
took tho erew of the Mor Yuen and placed 
them on board the Lee Tuk, the crew of 
this launch being battened down under 
hatches. The band then left the island 
on the Jee Tuk and proceeded, 80, it is 
‘understood, to Colowan, taking with them | 
the shroff, About an honr’s sailiug dis- 
tance from Colowan | they deserted the | 
launch for a junk, probably their own, | 
which they had taken in.tow, Then they 
released the shroff who cam: baek on the 
launch Lee Luk. , : 

The Hongkong Government informed ,_ 
the. Portuguese authorities at Macao of 
the cecurrence und of the departure of the | 
pirates in the direction of Colowan.. It 
was reported that the Jaw, was ready 
to proceed to the locality, but apparently 
it was not deemed necessary to despatch 
her. : - 

Tho. pirates were, well armed, having 
modern rifles, and rovelvers, During the 
firing which took place onthe island they 
shot, accidentally most likely, two of [ 
their own men. The floating population 
was thrown into great alarm, and most 
of the small craft hurried from tho an- 
chorage. . é ~

THE REPUBLIC OF CHINA, 


CONDITIONS EN CANTON, 


Combatting certain pessimistic com-' 
ments on :the: outlook in China, the 
Lehing Daily News soys:— As to the 
Mutinous movements of the troops, wo 
know for certain that no mutiny of thie 
soldiers has occurred: in “Poking other 
than that at the end of February. last. 
Though thore was some fighting against 
Wong Wo-shun and his followers. in 
Canton, which had caused much appre- 
hension on tho part of the Hongkong 
Government, the trouble was’ soon over, 
and Kwangtung province is rapidly being 
restored to its normal condition. The 


fact that the province has recently con- | 


tributed over 2 million taels towards aup- 
porting the Central Government belies 
the assertion that the outlook there had 
caused much anxiety, and the fact that 
the Tutuh and the Provincial Assembly in 
Canton willingly submitted their disputes 
to the arbitration of Peking and abided 
by its decision refutes the rumour once 
so persistently circulated that Kwang- 
tung was contemplating independence, to 
be sallow by other provinces in tho 
south. - - 


THE LOAN QUESTION, 


On this question our Peking contem- 
porary makes the following remarks :— 
Perbaps the influential group of bankers 
would have done well to furnish the huge 
Joan to China without exacting from her 
the unbearably stringent conditions, for 
they would have then. won the gratitude 
and good fecling of the Chinese by help- 
ing them in their time of need. The 
Timea may have sounded the opinion of 
a section of the financiers in London who 
did not wish to: lend China any money 
and would not allow others to do so, by 
adopting tho policy, as it may be more 
expressively put, of “sitting on the 
paper,” After all, the real intention of 
these -financiers, it ig believed, is to 
acenmulate as’ much available money in 
the London and Paris markets ag possible 
with a view to securing the contract for a 
big loan to Russia; they are only playing 
a waiting game with China. 


EDUCATION PROJECTS. 


A Conference on Education has recently 
been held at Peking. At onc of the meet- 
ings a Committee submitted a raport re- 
commending the establishment of: “a 
system of professional schools,’ which the 
Conference approved. The scheme em- 
braces the establishment of schools of law 
and politics, of medical’ science, . of 
pharmacy, of technology, of fine arts, of 
music and. of foreign languages. 
Soparate schools of medical scionce, of 
fine arts and of music are recommended 
for Se students, though co-education 
will be atlowed in the above institutions 
at the option of. their authorities. 
Another Committers reported on Univer- 
sities, A university, it was urged, should 
offer courses in literature, science, law, 
commerce, .medich] aciertes griculturo, 
and industry, the firat’ two being prin- 
cipal courses. An institution offering 
courses in literature, Iaw and commerce, 
or in science, medicine and agriculture 
will be entitlod to rank as a university. 
Graduates of the. middle schools are to 
bo prepared for entrance into the univer+ 
sities to enter the university. There are 
articles dealing | with compulsory and 
optional . courses,’ the organization of 
managing and teaching staffs and of a 
council, and the provision of professor- 
ships and scholarships. The scheme was 
passed after much discussion. 


THE NEED OF A CHINESE ALPHABET. 


One of the questions discussed by the 
Educational Conference was the need of 
a Chinese alphabet, a “Bill”. on the 
subject having been submitted by the 
Minister. of Eduention. We reproduce 
from our Chinese contemporary in Peking 
the following report :— 

Minister Fan Yuan-lien’ was present 
and stated his reasons for the Bill. He 
said that the ignorance of the Chinese 
was mostly due to the difficulty of their 
written language. Having no alphabet 
we have to Icarn the sound as woll as the 
meaning of every. word, whieh is a waste 
of time and labour. The absence of an 
alphabet also accounts for the variety 
iv dialects among the masses. The same 
word is pronounced differently in doffer- 
ent provinces, and the people of neigh- 
bouring cities may not understand, each 
other in talking. Without a common 
spoken language, it is impossible to bring 
the people into close contaet, and, to 
make a spoken language commonly under- 
stood, we must begin with the written 
word.. The Minister requested the Con- 
ference to pay close ‘attention to this sub- 
ject. Finally, the methods of getting up 
ni Chinese alphabet were passed as 
follows :—(1) In universal education the 
written Janguage should be at the com- 


alone: (2) The sounds of words should 
be pronounced alike throughout the 
country. (3) To fix the sound of a word 
an alphabet ig indispensable. (4) 
Scholars versed in phonetics and ropre- 
sentative of all provincial capitals wil] 
be employed to invent or adopt a set of 
signs to be the alphabet, It should be 


-lsimple- in form-and—few: in number. A]. 


{special dictionary for using it will be 
published, for the use’ of schools. The 
Minister further recom 
Japanese. system. of marking sounds by 
amall strokes by the side of each word, 
to ‘be followed by -our vernacular news- 
papers and primary text-books, but the 
propogal was rejected.
